Jr. died in Washington in 1924 
while his father was President. 

Born in a little house which is 
now the general store at Plymouth, 
Vt. Coolidge had made this city 
his home since his graduation from 
Amherst College in 1895. 


Retirement from the presidency 
brought few changes to Mr Cool- 
tdge's mode of life. While, with 
Me exception of two addresses de 
livered on behalf of Mr Hoover in 
the recent campaign he eschewed 
direct politics, he did write numer- 
ous magazine articles on political 
or semi political subjects. 

Mr Coolidge was a member of 
the Edwards Congrégational 
Chureh, where the funeral will be 
held at 10:30 a.m. Saturday. He 
attended services there regularly 
ana occupied the same pew from 
week to week. 

President Herbert Hoover led 
the homage to hfs preecéssor, is- 
suing a public proclamation declar- 
(ng a month of national mourning. 
| With an endless stream of con- 
, dolences and regrets pouring from 
‘the edpital to Northampton, Mr 
Hoover dispatched his own, and 
White House naval and mili- 
tary aides there to give what help 
they could in making funeral ar- 
rangements. The President, mean. 
while made plans to attend the 
funeral. 

Busy legislators, intent upon 
their tasks in the halls of Congress 
were startled to their feet by the 
quiet announcement of the death. 
In a few short mintites, House and 
Senate stodd adjourned as a token 
of respect. 

Within five minutes after word 
of death reached the capital flags 
on government buildings and the 
Capital were hauled tohalf staff. 
Officials gathered in legisative 
and departniental rooms to talk of 
the quiet New Englander under 
whom so many served and whom 
all revered.
